Barreled  apple  prices  'oh  -the  whole  were  not  much  changed  from  those  ruling 
last  week,  according  to*  "a  cable'  'f  rem  Fred  A.,  k'otz,  Fruit:  Specialist  'in  Europe  for 
the  Foreign  Service  of.  the  Department  of  Agriculture .    The.  liberal  supplies,  of  bar- 
reled apples ,  amounting  to.  4.8,000  barrels  of  which  25,000  were,  offered,  at  auction, 
met  with  a  moderate  demand...  .  Demand  was  active,  for  high  grade  stock..    The  general 
condition  of  the  fruit  was  good  except  for  some  scalded  lots.     Some  tray  boxes  of 
-Virginia  Winesaps.  were .  of fered.  at  the  auction.     These  met  with  a  good  demand.  U.S. 
Ho.  1,  2^  inch  Virginia. Winesaps  sold  at  $1.39  per  tray.  .  Baskets  were  in  .light  sup- 
ply and  met  a  moderate  demand.    Virginia  Yorks,  U.  S.  Ho.  1,  2'g  inch,  sold  at  $1.39 
to  $1.48  and.2f  inch  at .$1 .30 .per  basket.    U,  S.  Ho.  1,  2£  inch  Hew  York  Baldwins 
made  $1.39  per  basket.    The  liberal  supplies -of  boxed  apples  were  in;poor  demand. 
A' large  part  of  the  .  of  f  erings  was  withdrawn  for  next  week's  sale.    As  only,  small 
quantities  of  the  offerings  were:sold,  prices  do  not  reflect  the  true  market.valu.es. 
The  condition  of  the .boxed .stock. was  good  the  fruit  beins  clean  and  attractive. 
Prices  ruling  at  the  auction  ware  probably  a  little  higher  than  those  of  last  week 
except  for  Winesaps,  demand  for  which  was  sluggish.  ; 

With  the  exception  of  York'  Imperials,  London  barreled  apple  prices  were 
somewhat  lower  than  last  week;    Inquiry  was  moderate  for  .the  liberal  barreled  sup- 
plies.    Some  scald  was.  in  evidence  but  the  general  condition  of.  the  fruit  was  good. 
There  was  too  much  low  grade,  .fruit  on  the  market.    Light  .supplies  of  tray  boxes  of 
Virginia  apples  elicited  a  good  demand.    Virginia  Yorks,  Combination  U.  S.  Ho.  1 
and  Utility,  2^  inch  sold  at  $1.48  to  $1.61.   "The  same  grade  and  size;  of  Winesaps 
made  $1.52  per  tray.    Inquiry  was' weak  for  the  liberal  boxed  offerings.  Winesaps 
were  difficult  to  move  at  sa.tisf actory  prices.    The  condition  of  the  boxed  stock 
was- good.    Boxed  prices  were ' generally ' lower  than  last  week.    London  barreled  Wine- 
sap,  Albemarle  Pippin, '  and 'Ben  Davis  prices  -ire  re  above  those'  ruling  at  Liverpool, 
whereas  Yorks,  Baldwins  and  Greenings  were  lo-er  than  those  paid  at  Liverpool. 
Boxed  apple  prices  at  London  were •' mostly  lower  than  the  Liverpool  prices.  Califor- 
nia Winter  Felis  pears  sold  at  higher  prices  at  London  than  at  Liverpool  but  the 
reverse  was  true  of  Washington  Winter  Helis.  "' 

Plentiful  supplies  of  Jaffa  and  Spanish  oranges  are  being  sold  on  the  Brit- 
ish markets  and,  owing  to'  the'  low' prices,  are'  offering  competition  with  apples. 
Supplies  Of  South.  African'  and' Argentine  -  deciduous  fruits  are  also  heavy.     The  first 
shipment  of  Australasian  apples  is  expected  March  18.     The  British  tariff  becomes 
effective  March  1.     Final  details' are  not  yet;  available .
